THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


As somewhat of a change of pace from preceding weeks the sixth offering of the 
Playhouse’s forty-third season will be Robert Anderson’s quartet of plays entitled “You 
Know I Can’t Hear You When The Water’s Running.’ The first of Anderson’s plays to 
be called real comedy, these four plays have as their subjects the problems so many 
people have, but rarely talk about. Their acceptance on Broadway can be in no doubt 
since they ran for 756 performances before going on the road. 


Writing in the N.Y. Times Walter Kerr said on the day after the opening, “Rippling 
beneath the laughing waters is a strong strain of ruefullness. You'll find yourself nod- 
ding assent to the insight that holds the four plays together: the seven ages of sex are 
all preposterous, and in our heart of hearts we know it.” 


Starring in our production will be Eddie Bracken, who has been steering this show 
on a national tour this past year. Mr. Bracken needs no introduction to movie-goers over 
the years. Some of his credits include “Hail The Conquering Hero,’ and ‘The Miracle 
At Morgan’s Creek,” both Preston Sturges classics. Since 1957 he has toured the country 
in more than twenty productions including “Tunnel of Love,” “Mr. Roberts,’ and “Come 
Blow Your Horn.” 


Appearing with Mr. Bracken will be Michaele Myers, who was last at the Play- 
house in “Absence of a Cello,” and Robert Ellston, as well as Mr. Bracken’s daughter, 
Susan. 


For a wry, funny look at manners and morals today “You Know etc.” which begins 
on Monday, August 4 is just the ticket. We feel, however, that it may be a rather 
frank, althought tasteful, ticket and should perhaps be reserved for adults.

WHO’S WHO IN THE CAST 


ARLENE FRANCIS (Vera) was born 
in Boston, Mass., the only child of her 
mother and her late father, Aram Kazan- 
jian, a distinguished portrait photogra- 
pher. When they moved to New York, 
Miss Francis was seven years old. Her 
schooling included several years at Mount 
St. Vincent Academy in Riverdale, New 
York, and later at Finch College in Man- 
hattan. She also attended the Theatre 
Guild Dramatic School for a year. 


A highly successful radio show called 
What’s My Name? started her in the ad- 
libbing business and led her on the road 
to television stardom with a program 
called Blind Date, and the Army spon- 
sored Soldier Parade. 


Her first big hit in the theatre was a 
comedy called “Doughgirls,’ in which 
she portrayed a Russian sniper — uni- 
form, accent and all. Through the years 
she has appeared in as many plays as 
her tight schedule allows, including 
“Once More With Feeling” with Josepa 
Cotton and produced by Martin Gabel, 
Miss Francis’ husband. She_ replaced 


Margaret Leighton in “Tchin-Tchin” in 
the spring of 1963. This was followed 
by “Beekman Place,” “Mrs. Dally,” and 
in the fall of 1966 the Tyrone Guthrie 
revival of “Dinner at Fight.” 

In 1950 Miss Francis joined the panel- 
ists on What’s My Line? which has con- 
tinued to delight audiences every Sunday 
night since.
